* Senator Walsh (Dem.) of Massachusetts is lighting vigor- 
ously against any increase of the larill on agricultural prod- 
ucts. Some of his reasons were given a few days ago in a 
speech in the Senate in which lie claimed fliat ihe proposed 
(arilT would vastly increase the bill the nation pays every year 
for meals and meat produce alone. 
Me said if the proposed 


duties become effective the nation will pay over $379,000,000 
additional every year for meats and meat products. 


After submitting figures lo show that (he proposed larilT on 


farm products would cost the people dearly Senator . Walsh 
undertook to show (hat the farmers themselves would be- very 
Htlle benefited, because higher prices for food sluft's would in- 
crease the cost of production of commodities which the farm- 
er has to buy, and so he would be litlle belter off in the end. 
The Senator said that "the proponents of the agricultural 
•schedule are seeking by fixing tariff rates'upon certain im- 
ports to keep out of the country and oufbf 'oompeUUon with 
American producers various agricultural products. - II is-the 
expressed theory of Ihe proponents of this schedule (hat by 
establishing high farill rales the American producers of agri- 
cultural products will be able to obi am higher prices, and ob- 
'iain from American consumers sufficient money (o offset, in 
part, the depreciation in prices which (hey have received foi 
their products since the war." The Senator thought the 
farmers and their friends would do betle.c to work for reduced 
schedules on other commodities rather than an increased llirifi 
on agricultural products. 


Whether that is so or not, there is one point which must not 


he overlooked, and this is lh.it, so far as possible, all classes of 
producers should be treated alike. If (he country is going to 
have proleclion — and it is — there is no reasoif why the farm- 
ers should not have the same protection (hat is afforded lo 
olhr producers. No fair:minded man will claim that American 
farmers should be compelled lo compete with Canada and the 
rcsl of the world while paying protection prices for what they 
have to buy. To a considerable exlenLlhey have been obliged 
(o do (his in (he past, bul at last they have got (heir eyes open 
and are prepared lo demand a fair show. In this they are just 
righl. 
If we are lo have proleclion, lei us have il, antl have it 


for all producers. The farmer is as much entitled to it as the 
manufacturer, and il is to his credit that he is making himself 
heard. 


There are those who contend Ilia! cheap food means cheap 


production of other commodities, bul it doesn't "always work 
out lhat way. The cost of production in other lines is'largely 


-.regulated by unionism, which demands short hours and big 
pay,, while the farmers and Iheir families are expected to foil 
and sweat from daylight lo'dark and sell their products for 
what they can get in open. competition with the world! 
It is 


an unfair proposition and one that Congress ought nol to 
entertain for a'momenl. 


Whether the tariff shall be high or low is for Ihe lariff 


makers to decide; but, whatever (he rates, the'bcnefits should 
be as evenly distributed as possible. That is all the farmers 
ask, and il is none too much. Fortunately for them, they have 
at last found out how to make themselves heard and are using 
Iheir knowledge lo good purposes.
